Some Insights on Service Needs 


@ OUR LATEST survey of service shop opera- 
tions raises some fundamental questions and 
quiets some needless fears. 

Despite the alarms about the rate of loss in 
shop help, the data show a net gain in the service 
labor force! Despite losing mechanics to other in- 
dustries, we seem to pick up from other industries 
about as many as we lose to them. The data on 
losses and gains in the service labor force suggest 
the total industry picture is not as bleak as it is 
frequently painted. 

Happily, the fear of an “over-age” service labor 
force is unfounded. The age distribution of me- 
chanics looks as “normal” as you can imagine any 
work force age distribution. Only a fourth of the 
total number of mechanics presently employed is 
in the age group suggesting imminent retirement. 
Half the labor force is in the most experienced, 
most productive age group. So, from the age 
standpoint we don't seem to have a serious per- 
sonnel problem. 

A basic question was raised as I reviewed the 
data. Just about every dealer you meet today says 
he could use more mechanics in his shop. But, he 
does not discuss the exact purpose of his recruit- 
ing efforts. What per cent of service personnel 
recruited is to replace retirees? What per cent 
is to offset normal quits and firings? What per 
cent is to enlarge the labor force?

We sadly lack precise information regarding the 
quantitative aspects of service in the future. Will 
the type of service jobs performed in the future 
be as demanding of man-hours as in the recent 
past? Can more service jobs be turned out in the 
future without increasing man-hours? We hear 
more about the qualitative aspects of future serv- 
ice requirements such as skill level and education. 
But, I have not seen any studies of the quantity 
of man-hours that will be required to service 
farmers operating machinery and “keep ’em roll- 
ing’. How then, can we discuss intelligently serv- 
ice personnel needs? 

One signal that does alarm me is the compara- 
tively small per cent of recruits coming from 
technical and vocational schools. The majority of 
new employees come from other dealers and from 
other industries. This statistic suggests a great 
“churn” or turnover. It also suggests the majority 
of recruits must be for replacement of experienced 
help. What about “in service” training programs? 
What about apprenticeship programs? Why is not 
a significantly larger per cent of new employees 
being recruited from trade schools, technical in- 
stitutes, vo-ag programs? Do we lack attractants? 
Or, do we really believe what we say about the 
increasing sophistication of machinery and the 
heightening in the level of competence it will take 
to service and maintain farm equipment? O

Why do they quit? 


If you lost a good mechanic in 
the past 242 years, the odds are 
2 to 1 he went to another in- 
dustry (automotive, manufactur- 
ing, etc.) or to a competitor for 
higher wages and fringe benefits. 
Forty-six per cent of dealers’ 
servicemen who resigned between 
January 1965 and June 1967 
gave their bosses one of these 
two reasons as the motive for 
quitting.

Lack of ability was the most fre- 
quent reason for dismissal. Our 
study revealed 45 per cent of the 
men fired were in this category. 
This indicates that while the 
servicing dealer is faced with me- 
chanic replacement problems, he 
realizes the damage one incom- 
petent mechanic can do to his 
service reputation. “Non-produc- 
tive” and “unreliable” were 
ranked second and third as causes 
for employee discharge. 

If two-thirds of employees were 
discharged for lack of ability 
(though trainable), and non-pro- 
ductive (though capable), the 
question is raised concerning ade- 
quacy of shop supervision, train- 
ing and motivation.

How old are your mechanics? 


The age factor of the skilled 
service force is probably over- 
looked by most dealers. Yet, how 
well can a dealer provide for 
expansion of his service opera- 
tion if 25 per cent of his present 
work force will, before too long, 
have to be replaced due to re- 
tirement and other age factors? 
Today, one-fourth of farm 
equipment dealers’ present serv- 
ice manpower is under 31 years 
old; the median age is 40 years. 
One-half of the skilled labor 
force is in the 31 to 50 group, 
considered the most productive 
age group. The remaining 25 per 
cent are over 51 years of age.

Where do the replacements 
come from? 


Three in ten mechanics hired be- 
tween January 1965 and June 
1967 came from other dealer- 
ships. This may be an indication 
you stand a good chance of be- 
ing “raided” unless your wage 
scale and working conditions are 
competitive. Of course, not all 
mechanics from other dealerships 
were enticed by additional com- 
pensation or fringe benefits. Some 
were forced to find new jobs be- 
cause of dealerships consolidating 
or closing their doors. 

Another significant finding: 
The number. of shopmen hired 
exceeded the number fired or 
quit by 27 per cent. This can be 
considered a healthy sign of ex- 
pansion—but it raised the matter 
of the frequently reported short- 
age of skilled labor: Are dealers 
thinking in terms of replacement 
needs or expansion, or both?

Is there really a 
mechanic shortage? 


Twenty per cent of servicing 
dealers reported they did not 
need additional help at this time. 
Thirty-nine per cent of the deal- 
ers responding stated they would 
hire one additional mechanic; 
thirty-four per cent would hire 
two additional mechanics if they 
could find them. The remaining 
seven per cent of the dealers re- 
ported they would hire three or 
more mechanics.

The shortage: How severe? 


The question of whether there 
is an industry-wide shortage of 
skilled service labor is not com- 
pletely answered. Eighty per cent 
of responding dealers claim they 
would hire one or more mechan- 
ics immediately. 

Yet, it is not clear whether 
the additional manpower sought 
would be for replacement or ad- 
ditions to the labor force for ex- 
panded service operations, 

It also is not clear whether 
there is a potential labor pool 
that could be tapped by improved 
personnel policies and programs, 
such as: 

¢ Compensating skilled service 
help at rates equal to those of 
competitive industries (motivation 
and retention). 

¢ Providing in-shop training 
for those men who lack the 
knowledge but are willing and 
trainable (training). 

¢ Maintaining adequate tool- 
ing, facilities and supervision to 
improve the shop’s productivity 
(efficiency). 

But, if dealers continue to hire 
27 per cent more service help 
than they lose through “quits” 
and “firings,” as this study indi- 
cated, the frequently cited me- 
chanic shortage may not be as 
acute as many in this industry 
claim. 

Another question that hasn’t 
yet been answered and that-re- 
lates to service personnel require- 
ments; Will the quantity of the 
farm equipment service responsi- 
bility be substantially different in 
coming years, and will this re- 
sponsibility be met in essentially 
the same way it is today? O

~ DOES A GLANCE at this list of 
training programs give you a feeling 
of comfort about where your next 
serviceman is coming from? 

If it does, turn back to the pre- 
ceding article.

responding to I&T’s survey said that 
6 per cent of the men they hired in 
the past 18 months came from trade 
schools—and 31 per cent came from 
other dealerships. 

Nevertheless, there are more 
schools and school-related programs 


providing basic farm equipment serv- 
ice training than ever before. The rea- 
sons are simple: 

1, Demand. As the same survey re- 
ports, 80 per cent of dealers respond- 
ing would hire at least one more 
mechanic now if they could.

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Will the programs offered in this 
directory be continued, whether pri- 
vate or supported by state or U.S. 
funds? And will there be more start- 
ing up? . 

This depends on many things—not 
the least of which are the war in 
Viet Nam and the draft. Much also 
depends on Congress and its interest 
in providing money for the programs 
it now supports. 


It depends on how strongly dealer 
groups push for training programs 
and on how attractive dealers make 
their job openings, both individually 
and collectively. Educators who ad- 
vise young people about vocations 
have to be convinced. 

It is also believed that more train- 
ing programs would be in operation 
right now if there were qualified in- 
structors available. 


Is this directory complete? 

Probably not, although we have 
tried. We know, for example, that 
some dealers get mechanics from pri- 
vate trade schools which don’t have 
farm equipment service courses as 
such but who turn out men well- 
trained in engine basics, diesel, weld- 
ing, etc. 

And it’s difficult to pinpoint exactly 
what MDTA courses are operating.

IH Introduces Hydrostatic 


International Harvester’s new drive on 
the 656 model offers single-lever con- 
trol of speeds from 9 mph in reverse 
to 20 mph forward. By Mark Zimmerman 


M@ FULL SCALE production of 656 
Hydrostatic All-Speed Drive tractors 
is now under way. 

Farm tractors are first to feature 
the new drive. But hydrostatic trans- 
missions will soon extend to all 18 
versions of the model 656. Hydro- 
static industrial tractors are slated for 
release this fall. About half of all 656 
tractors will be built with the new 
transmission in a short time, it’s ex- 
pected, 

The heart of the hydrostatic drive 
is a hydraulic pump and motor. A 
control lever at the left of the opera- 
tor controls the output of both the 
pump and the motor, controlling in- 
finitely the direction, speed and force 
ultimately applied to the drive wheels. 
A two-speed range transmission is 
used with the drive to more closely 
tailor performance for heavy and light 
loads. 

Accompanying illustrations com- 
pare the standard and new units, 
show the controls and tell how the 
system works. 

International Harvester’s strategy 
for entering the market with a hydro- 
static transmission tractor is based on 
an interchangeable design package 
and a universal market. 

Essentially the same transmission 
housing accommodates either the hy- 
drostatic unit or the conventional 5- 
speed gear transmission and Torque 
Amplifier. Flywheel to differential di-

IMPORTANCE OF SPECIFICATIONS 


FIEI’s special council holds semi-annual meeting 
at Fontana, Wisc., May 25-26.

M@ MEMBERS of the Industrial 
Equipment Manufacturers Council 
were treated to a forthright view of 
industrial equipment needs, selection 
and applications from the viewpoint 
of a professional buyer. 

George F. Seeley has served the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Author- 


ity in Detroit for 21 years. He is 


chief equipment engineer in the de- 
partment of purchasing, supply, and 
equipment maintenance. He is a pro- 
fessionally trained landscape archi- 
tect, and has spent his working years 
in landscape design, construction 
and maintenance. 

Seeley voiced a plea of many of 
his co-workers in park and recrea- 
tion assignments for up-to-date 
equipment service shop data. Fi- 
nally, he sketched the basic outlines 





of recreation needs as they will arise 
from a growing, rich economy. 

Here are some major excerpts: 

“The general standardization and 
meaningful uniformity of specifica- 
tions used in most major classifica- 
tions of utility equipment are very 
important from the purchaser's 
standpoint. IEMC’s role in the de- 
velopment of standards and specifi- 
cations is commendable. 

“We in parks and recreation serv- 
ices must use best methods and 
equipment to maximize benefits for 
the public we serve. With today’s 
labor market, we can no longer af- 
ford not to mechanize. With the 
wide variety of standard and special- 
ized types of machines offered to- 
day, we can practically tailor the 
equipment to the operation. 








“There are instances, however, in 
which we must compromise and se- 
lect a unit of more universal type 
because the work will not justify a 
specialized unit. 

“Very little of the utility equip- 
ment presently offered was de- 
signed specifically for parks and rec- 
reation needs. It is true that many 
of the equipment needs are common 
to other fields of construction and 
maintenance. However, in the class 
or types of equipment for soi] and 
site preparation, seeding and turf 
maintenance, needs for construction 
and maintenance of parks and rec- 
reational areas have had a great in- 
fluence on machine design and speci- 
fications. 

“Accordingly, our requirements are

‘Little chance for greater restraints 
or tighter government controls of 
materials,’ opined Henry Danuser, 
IEMC’s materials supply specialist. 
Danuser confers twice yearly (as a 
member of the FIEI’s materials 
committee) with U.S. Business and 
Defense Services Administration 
officials. Many materials, he said, 
are in tight supply—principally 
non-ferrous ingredients of steel 
alloys; end products of foundries, 
such as gears, require 25 weeks’ 
lead time. Overall, however, the 
steel supply is in good relation to 
foreseeable demand. 





Attracting young people to the 
equipment manufacturing and mar- 
keting fields was the special con- 
cern of Oliver Corp.'s S. F. Beatty, 
chairman of IEMC’s marketing 
committee.

IN PERSPECTIVE ... 


... with respect to purchase 
price, hours of use 
annually, and other costs.

® ARE DIESEL tractors really more expensive 
to service than gasoline tractors? Yes, but... 


This question and its answer are part of the U. 
of Illinois field study of farm tractor repair costs 
that Prof. Jay Weber conducted over seven years. 
The June 7 I&T reported portions of the 47-unit 
study telling what items are most frequently re- 
paired, how often, and what they cost. Now let’s 
look at repair costs in perspective. (And in a later 
article, we'll see what the study showed about 
variations in tractor repair costs.) 


I: How repair costs increase dur- 
ing tractor life 


Costs for diesel tractor repairs 
are higher than those for gasoline 
versions, and diesels cost more 
initially, too. So to compare the 
two types equally, the repair costs 
are considered in this chart 
Strictly as a per cent of purchase 
price. In the Illinois study, this 
came to about 50 per cent of the 


Il; How annual use affects repair 
costs (10-year totals and hourly 
rates at 3 use levels) 


Total repair costs go up with 
tractor age and use, but the cost 
per hour is less at higher use 
levels. This chart, then, consid- 
ers both purchase price and vari- 
ous use levels, showing repair 
costs as a per cent of purchase 
price and as a total at the end 
of 10 years for 400, 550 and 700 
hours of annual use. Purchase 
prices are set here for $5600 for 


III: Profile of total cost 


A third way of putting repair 
costs into perspective is to com- 
pare them to total tractor cost. 
These curves are cumulative, so 
that top curve equals total cost. 
Basis for the calculations: Depre- 
ciation is 20 per cent of purchase 
price the first year, 10 per cent 
of remaining value thereafter; in- 
terest is 6.5 per cent; taxes and 
insurance are 2.5 per cent of 
current value; fuel use is figured 
from the half-load consumption 
run in the Nebraska Tests.

quite well met here, with one excep- 
tion which I will mention later, but 
I am sure refinements with larger 
and better units will be developed. 

“There are also other classes or 
types of equipment in which park 
and recreation needs have had an 
influence, such as litter collection or 
“litter picking,” and in which the 
needs are ob partially met. Then 
we have a case or two in which 
equipment has been specifically de- 
signed and manufactured for our 
needs, such as beach cleaning equip- 
ment, but here again the complete 
answer to our problems has not been 
produced. 

“In some cases and with an oc- 
casional manufacturer, we have been 
able to get adaptions or modifica- 
tions built into the equipment they 
manufacture to better meet our 
needs, for example, regarding the 
Authority's needs, Lodol’s solid waste 
collection system and John Bean’s 
potato harvester for beach cleaning.

“O. Nursery root pruner: A unit 
that mm travel 26 to 30 inches 
deep and undercut at least 24 inches. 

“6. Utility wheel tractors: A good 
canopy type cab, fixed type wind- 
shield with wiper and rollup cur- 
tains. (Congratulations to Wain-Roy 
Corp.) A conventional-size utility 
tractor, 50 to 56 hp, with all-wheel 
drive. 

“7. Tires: An all-purpose utility 
type tread in many of the 28-inch 
sizes, especially in the 12.4-28 and 
13.6-28 sizes. Rubber manufacturers 
should assume responsibility for pro- 
viding capping service available in 
any of the sizes they produce. 

“Large-scale, commercial users of 
powered equipment, such as parks 
and recreation work represent, need 
up-to-date service and shop manuals. 
Were not trying to compete with 
your dealers, but we shouldn't have 
to run to the dealer for every little 
item or service. Accordingly, I sug- 
gest that we in park and recreation 
authorities be placed on your mail- 
ing lists for all service and shop 
bulletins covering the equipment we 
operate.”

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Deere’s lst-Half Net: $34 Million 


Deere & Co. has reported that 
worldwide sales set an all-time high 
of $543 million in the first six months 
of its 1967 fiscal year, but net in- 
come was lower than last year’s rec- 
ord high. 

For the six-month period ended 
April 30, sales were seven per cent 
higher than the $508 million in the 
first half of 1966. Net income was 
$34.2 million compared with $39.1 
million a year ago. 

For the second quarter, sales were 
$317 million compared with $310 
million last year, and earnings were 
$18.9 million, compared with $26.3 
million in 1966. 

Chairman William A. Hewitt said 
net income in the U.S. was larger 
than a year ago but did not increase 
in proportion to sales. Sales were up 
eight per cent in the United States, 
up four per cent overseas, and down 
ten per cent in Canada. 

“Net overseas losses were higher 
mainly because of the recession in 
Germany, which caused a decline in 
demand, and by the large devalua- 
tion of Argentine currency,” he said. 


Hewitt said future production 
schedules, which already have been 
reduced for a few products, will de- 
pend on the strength of retail de- 
mand since dealers’ inventories now 
are substantially higher than a year 
ago. 

“This year’s retail sales in North 
America were almost equal to last 
years record high when economic 
and weather influences were excep- 
tionally favorable,” he said. 

“The basic economic factors re- 
lated to our business are encourag- 
ing. Farm cash receipts are expected 
to be slightly higher this year and 
the outlook for the construction in- 
dustry has improved. In addition, the 
probable reinstatement of the in- 
vestment credit may have a favor- 
able influence on retail sales, par- 
ticularly in the latter part of the 
year.” 


Farm Electrification 
Conference to Dallas 

To “switch on tomorrow’s agricul- 
ture” to the benefits of electricity, 
the National Farm Electrification 





Council will hold a four-day con- 
ference in Dallas, August 29 to Sep- 
tember 1. 

The conference is being held for 
more than 500 persons employed by 
electric power companies furnishing 
power to U.S. farms and is an at- 
tempt to point out ways of com- 
municating electrical benefits to 
farmers, according to Albert V. 
Hartl, chairman of the FEC. 

The program will include four 
seminars on irrigation, crop condi- 
tioning, poultry brooding and mar- 
keting management. Thirty-five ex- 
hibits, including a battery-operated 
tractor, will show latest innovations 
in electrical equipment for the farm 
and for rural homes.

mensions are virtually the same. So 
the major differences between tractors 
are concentrated in this part of the 
tractor. 

Both the standard and hydrostatic 
tractors deliver 65-pto and 54-draw- 
bar horsepower, but at rated engine 
speeds of 1800 and 2300 rpm re- 
spectively. 

The universal market concept has 
three dimensions: 1, A strong demand 
for 60- to 69-hp tractors. 2. Uniform 
geographical distribution of middle- 
weight tractors. 3. The diverse uses 
made of this size unit. 

Based on retail sales, the 60 to 69 
hp group is the second most popu- 
lar power class of farm tractors. Non- 
farm sales are also high, and grow- 
ing fast, in this category, IH says. 

Middleweight tractors are the ma- 
jor power units on smaller farms, and 
are secondary units on larger farms. 
So this size of tractor is used for 
heavy and light work, plus many gen- 
eral purpose jobs—all usually requir- 
ing a lot of gear shifting. 

The advantages of a hydrostatic 
transmission include infinite selection 
of speeds, smooth speed changes, 
built-in creeper, built-in braking, fast 
reversing, fewer working parts. . . 
but it all adds up to a more precise 
match of power to operating needs— 
or higher productivity. 

Fuel consumption is slightly higher 
with the hydrostatic transmission 
than with conventional gear units. In 
fact, efficiency is a chief reason that 
IH engineers stopped short of a full- 
fledged hydrostatic drive. The HT- 
340 research tractor used instead an 
engine-driven pump to power low- 
speed, high-torque motors driving 
from within the rear wheels. 

The variation in fuel use with the 
656 hydrostatic tractor has ranged 
from minus 20 to plus 22 per cent, 
compared to conventional units. The 
new drive may use less fuel under 
special conditions, but it generally 
takes more. So increased fuel use 
must be matched against the higher 
versatility and productivity of the new 
design. 

Perfecting the controls was one 
of the toughest problems faced by 
engineers in developing the hydro- 
static transmission. Early versions re-

sponded instantaneously to any move- 
ment of the control lever. This meant 
jerky starting and stopping, especially 
when the control lever was moved 
very much. Also the wheels would 
spin when the tractor was quickly 
shifted from forward into reverse, or 

vice versa. 

These problems are largely elimi- 
nated by intricate circuitry that pro- 
vides controlled acceleration and de- 
celeration. This delays slightly the re- 
sponse to full movement of the con- 
trol lever, either forward or reverse. 
Thus loads are “picked up” more 
smoothly. 


The control quadrant once had 
straight-through lever action from 
maximum reverse to maximum for- 
ward. Now the quadrant has a cross- 
wise neutral slot, causing a slight de- 
lay as the lever is moved through 
neutral. 

The hydrostatic transmission costs 
about $800 more than a basic gear 
transmission. 

Other equipment in the IH line 
with hydrostatic drives: Four com- 
bines, a self-propelled windrower and 
a 12 hp compact tractor.
